Highlights of French Couture Showings 
Dateline: Paris 


Here’s a spot report on the Spring-Summer 
‘73 Paris Couture Showings...phoned in from 
overseas by our Paris correspondent in order 
to make this month’s publication date. We’ll 
have a more detailed report for you next 
month. 


SILHOUETTE changes are evolving very slow- 
ly. Couturiers are focusing on the needs of 
private clients to whom sportswear is unim- 
portant. 


FABRICS: shantung, crepe de chine, satin 
crepe, raw silk, linen, light flannel, textured 
wool, chiffon, Gazar. Checks; dots; mini, 
maxi, mixed stripes. 


COLORS: off-white; fresh pastels. . like pink 
and mauve: darks... like ruby, navy, green. 


PRINTS: butterfly, multi-colored, jacquard, 
graphs; stylized, long-stemmed flowers. 


PLEATS: soft and _ feminine...accordian, 
knife-stitched. 


HATS: small... draped turbans...band- 
brimmed and boater hats. 


SHOES: low-heeled, spectator for day...high- 
heeled, slingback for night. 


POT POURRI of outstanding couturier 
models: Shirted, short-sleeved, tucked, pleat- 
ed blouson tops...Wide corselet and pleated 
skirts...Bloused top, wrap-around _ skirt, 
above-elbow sleeve...Sleeveless dress, entirely 
pleated or pin-tucked...Navy gabardine, slim 
dress, wide-collared, side-buttoned and bias 
cut fluid sheath...Narrow coats and dresses... 
Shirt jacket, yoke back...Belted or half-belted, 
hip-bone spencer V-neck cardigan...One-but- 
ton slim blazer over dresses or shirts with 
pleated skirts...Day and night pajamas, wide 
legged...Ensembles very important...Also the 
Naked Look—bare midriff, backless halter, 
strapless cocktail dress. 
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Keeping an Eye on the Italians— 
A Round-up of Italian Couture 
(Spring-Summer ‘73) 


It’s clothes designed for ‘ladies’ in Italy— 
silhouettes show waistlines at waist and legs 
from knees down. Everything easy, soft, mo- 
bile. 


Coats: Open unlined coat or belted wrap 
is “in.” Modified back fullness, seven-eighths 
length, shirt-tail hems. 


Jackets: Open cardigan or belted wrap over 
skirts, pants or dresses . . . frequently with 
thin silk sweater over the shirt. 


Pants: Underplayed in most collections, 
though they continue as daytime uniform for 
Italian women of all ages and means. Suits 
have back-swung toppers. Newest pants are 
wide, straight, with lifted waistline. Smatter- 
ing of odd lengths: ankle, clamdigger, ber- 
mudas. 


Evening: Majority are covered-up, romantic 
versions of shirtdress. Some clingy over- 
blouses above a whoosh of pleats; some hal- 
ters; a few strapless; fewer evening trouser 
costumes. 


Fabrics: Double-faced wool everywhere. 
Strong return of dupioni silks, plain or print- 
ed. Crepe de chine. Linen. Satin jacquard 
crepe, georgette, chiffon. Prints all geometric 
for day-stripes, checks, dots for border prints, 
ombre and roman stripes; night blooming 
sheers . . . violets, roses, gladioli.

Colors: Ice-creamy pastel pink, peach, pis- 
tachio, mauve. Cream bigger than white... 
except combination white with brown or 
navy for day, black after dark. Minority 
strong colors cropping up: shocking, pimiento 
red, apple green, bristol blue. 


Hats: Cloches and turbans completely cover 
hair, requiring lots of eye make-up. 


Shoes: High heels again—suede or kid spec- 
tator ties. T-straps; ankle straps. 


Jewelry: Everyone shows long necklaces— 
amber and jade, sparkling crystal, pearls, 
stone set chains. 


Highlights worthy of special mention: 
Fagotting on silk shirts, black linen “‘noth- 
ing”’ dresses. 


Color palette notes: powdery skipper blue/ 
cream; natural jute/cream; white/dark 
green; red/blue/cream; whites used in mel- 
ange of textures—crochet with linen, ribbed 
wool, 


Trapunto detail in white. 


Broadtail—a great favorite, dyed navy, 
peach, apple green. 


The next time you see Paris, 
flit to this Flea Market 


There’s nothing quite like it. Go to Marche 
Malik, It’s jsut two “‘allees” at the Porte de 
Clignancourt. It exudes excitement for 
clothes and old costume designs. Here even 
the visitors are worth seeing...ranging from 
“‘srande dames” of the 16th arrondissement to 
dapper designers who buy and are inspired by 
the fabrics, prints and silhouettes of the 20’s, 
30’s and 40’s. Best shops are Mammy, Lily, 
Reine, Black Jack Junior, Bidule 60. 


See dresses of 1925, bias, draped, crepe or 
jersey from about $20. Chinese styles in silk 
or wool mousseline in very 1920-ish prints are 
from $18 to $50. You find three-quarter 
coats in real or fake fur, in the style of 1940 
from $45. There are Afghanistan dresses— 
long, embroidered, multicolored for $55...and 
patchwork design coats from $60. A suit in 
black crepe over a white satin blouse—very 
Chanel—sells from $50. And you find jewelry 
like pearl belts at $18 and pearl-trimmed hats. 


The vintage things you see by day at the 
market, you'll find again at night at Regine or 
Chez Castel.

Clothes are casual, comfortable, uncluttered, 
uncomplicated and carefully unconstructed. 
The phrase we hear over and over is, “Clothes . 
must be easy.”’ 


Fabrics are tempting-to-the-touch, light- 
weight, cool. Delicious silk crepe de chine 
(Chester Weinberg, Bill Blass). Silk dupioni, 
honan (Geoffrey Beene, Donald Brooks). Silk 
georgette, chiffon, organza (Oscar dela 
Renta). Silk printed chiffons (Pat Sandler). 
Cotton voile, chambray, chintz (Kasper). Lin- 
eny knits (Howard Lawrence for Maisonette). 
A superb Qiana knit in black and a great 
range of vibrant colors (Jerry Silverman, Ole 
Borden). 


Color comes on strong. First and foremost— 


white, often used alone; frequently in com- 
bination with black, navy, whitened brown. 
Then the whole family of naturals. And clear 
pastels including platinum, apricot, peach, 
lime green. Clear brights are an orangey red, 
yellow, graphite blue. An interesting trendy 
color is brick.
